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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 26 April 
2010 has been entered. 

Claim Status 

Claims 41-65, 67, and 69 remain pending and are ready for examination. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 
An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 
The application has been amended as follows: 
With respect to the specification dated 24 March 2004, 
Amend page 1, line 6, as follows: 

o Insert -- now U.S. Patent 7,293,156, - after "10/620,249," 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 41-65, 67, and 69 are allowed. 

The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
made of record teaches a redundant data storage system and retrieval of data 
therefrom, but fails to teach the combination including the limitation of: 

(Claim 41) "...mapping the first range of LAs, the second range of LAs, and the 
remaining range of LAs in a first map ... mapping the second range of LAs and the 
redundantly stored data in the first range of LAs in a second map in response to the 
inoperability; utilizing the first map for requests that are directed to the first range of LAs 
and the remaining range of LAs in response to the inoperability; and utilizing the second 
map for future requests that are directed to the second range of LAs and to the 
redundantly stored data in the first range of LAs in response to the inoperability."; 

(Claim 54) "...a first map for mapping the first range of LAs, the second range of 
LAs, the remaining range of LAs, and the redundancy data for the first range of LAs, the 
second range of LAs, the remaining range of LAs prior to detecting the inoperability of 
the second cache, and a second map for mapping the second range of LAs and the 
redundancy data for the first range of LAs in response to the inoperability of the second 
cache, wherein: the system manager is further configured to utilize the first map for 
requests that are directed to the first range of LAs and the remaining range of LAs in 
response to the inoperability, and utilize the second map for future requests that are 
directed to the second range of LAs and to the redundantly stored data in the first range 
of LAs in response to the inoperability."; 
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As dependent claims 42-53, 55-65, 67, and 69 depend from an allowable base 
claim; they are at least allowable for the same reasons as noted supra. 

The prior art made of record, Hicken et al (U.S. 2004/0153727) and Nakamura et 
al (U.S. 2005/0021906), neither anticipates nor renders obvious the above-recited 
combinations for at least the reasons specified and as shown in Applicant's Arguments 
filed 26 April 2010 as well as 6 November 2009.
